A WORD TO SOME PEWS 


He cry is that the theological student of the day is being trained to 
think the world should take care of him, rather than that the laborer 
should strive to make himself worthy of his hire. Mayhap the charge 

is sustainable, but of a certainty (taking the country over) there is the greatest 
need of the pew, in a large number of churches, being trained to keep its salary 
covenants with the ministerial workers they engage. It is required that the 
pastor shall be a man of culture, and presentable as to“appearance, and that he 
and his family shall maintain at least a decent standard of living. But how 
much responsibility do the members feel individually for the bringing about of 
these results? Often, after the representatives of local cnurches have ap- 
peared before the bodies that perform the office of the assignment of pastors to 
charges, and they have deliberately promise that the minister’s salary shall be 
paid promptly and regularly, they default, and place the unfortunate clergyman 
in thatmost humiliating position of begging for small portions of large sums 
due, in order that he may keep his family from actual want of the barest 
necessaries of life. 


It is not considered etiquette for the pastor to press his debt onthe attenion 
of the officers of his church. There may be due him hundreds of dollars, but 
it would be shockingly indelicate of him to ask for a conference of the church 
officers to consider ways of giving him his dues. Occasionally a pastor, more 
independently placed than another, will have the temerity to take his deacons to 
task for not fulfilling the promise they made when engaging him, and likely as 
not he will be met with the dishonorable statement that the promise was only 
a matter of form. 


Many church officers, apparently, r. gard their pastors as a pensioner whom 
they can insult and impose upon financially, treating him as they would never 
dare treat their coal dealer ortheir butcher. Such dishonesty not only entails 
privation and anxiety on the minister and his family, but it also places him in a 
most disagreeable position, and compels him to accept as gratuities much that 
he would pay for if he had what is due him. 


Were any other class of employers to withhold wages, as church officials 
do the salaries of their ministers, the press of the country would team with 
denunciations, and public sentiment would not be long in compelling justice 
to be done the employee The pastor, however, cannot appeal to the press, 
nor can he get up mass meetings to ventilate the injustice done him. He 
must suffer in silence as he has done for this long time. But there is no reason 
why all the denunciation, so widely currrent at the present time, should be 
centred wholly upon politicians and insurance officials. As there is ethical 
house-cleaning going on, there is every reason that the church officials, who act 
dishonorably toward pastors in financial matters, should be included among 
those who are held up for the reprobation of the community. By their financial 
dealing with their pastors, many churches set a contemptible example of op- 
pression of the helpless, and it is to be hoped that some day they will be 
brought to book.

The 
length and fullness of the skirt 
made of such beautiful silk is 
alone worthy of admiration, 
the short-waisted, broad white 
satin girdle emphasizing the 
effect of it in a fascinating 
way. This girdle onlyreaches 
to the sides of the bodice, 
where two gold wheel orna-

SINGLE COLOR BLOUSES 


Some of the smart blouses that accompany 
suits of cloth and match them in color are of 
silks and of satins, and more often ia single 
colors. They have either handsome white 
laces inset or dyed ones, as well as bits of Orien- 
tal brocades or of flowered Louis xv1 French 
taffetas. These mixed or brilliant colored silks 
or embroidery have their best effect upon silk 
waists that are in neutral tones. As an exam- 
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ple, a French gray peau de soie waist has its 
front designed in a cut-out loop that is both 
broad and wide, and filled in by two bands of 
Chinese embroidery upon cream-white silk. 
A fold of the gray silk runs up in the middle 
from the girdle, also of gray silk, dividing it, 
but hiding at the same time the fact that there 
are two bands of embroideryand not one com- 
plete and whole. A smaller crescent-shaped 


design surrounds the armhole, and is cut out 
also and replaced by the same embroidery, 
while a flat band of the gray silk defines on the 
outer side the inserted crescents, and also cor- 
responds with the straight middle band.

THE PACKING OF TRUNKS 


Ne has one of two objects in view in 
QO packing trunks: Either to get as great 
a quantity of apparel into the especial 

trunk as it is possible, or to carry in any given 
trunk clothing newly bought or worn, and 
however fine in texture and value, so that 
when taken out it shall be free from the least 
injury. It goes without saying that when the 
quantity carried is the main object, the con- 
jition of the articles packed cannot be expected 
to be without evidences of the crush they have 
een put in. Pressing and airing will have to 
e resorted to. When the object is the greatest 
protection for the things carried, then comes 
trict attention not only to the sizeof the trunks, 
in accordance with the objects to be put in 
them, but a close look at the inner fitments of 
the trunks and for the special kinds of trunks 
made—for certain unyielding articles as shoes 
as well as certain extremely delicate and easily 


abused articles, such as hats, ball gowns, etc. 


AVOIDING WRINKLED CLOTHING 


In regard to the moderately tight packing of 
trunks, it need be said that all underwear and 
petticoats of whatever kind should be laid their 
length in a half-fold, and other things as well 
laid perfectly flat. Avoid making bundles, by 
which space is lost invariably. This lumpy 
packing is sure, also,to ruin the things that are 
laid on top of them, by letting them slip over 
inequalities, and sink into depressions. Wrinkles 
are multiplied as well inside the bundle itself. 
The main things to bear in mind is to keep 
things perfectly flat, so as to obtain layers that 
are even, one above the other, as the packing 
This is best done by preparing all 
the articles to be packed by folding lengthwise 
and having them near at hand to choose from; 
in fact gather together all that is expected to 
go into the trunk, before the packing is started. 

Begin with a clean trunk, free from all dust. 
A heavy wrapping paper if doubled is a good 
protection from dampness and dust on the 
bottom. Select the few articles that may be 
needed, before the trunk is to be unpacked, 
put them on one side to be packed later near 
the top. Begin then with layers of underwear 
and washable articles. Pack very closely into 
the corners as well, and when after the object 
is laid in there is a space, fill it up, be it ever so 
with

Luxurious packing, when one is at liberty to 
carry a dozen trunks if there is need of them, 
is quite another matter. There are trunks for 
nothing else but underwear, others for hats, 
for shoes, for gowns, skirts only, for waists and 
bodices only, for ball and dinner gowns only, 
for day and evening wraps. These trunks are 
thoroughly well fitted up inside to keep out 
dampness and dust. They have their tapes 
in correct places, and plenty of them. The 
packer has to do with a full supply of tissue 
paper and sachets. Her proficiency does the 
rest. She manages skirts according to their 
length and the way they are trimmed, and puts 
her long single sheets of tissue paper between 
the folds of the side seams. Keep the front of 
skirts flat and allow no ruffle or lace or chiffon 
to get out of place. The skirts go into trays 
that make it possible for them to come out in 
perfect order. Waists have their 
softly padded with tissue paper, and, like the 
skirts, the way they are trimmed regulates 
the special handling. In the same way low 
bodices are filled out and pinned so that their 
garnitures do not slip or move. It is not pos-

Professor Shaler’s little book of less than tw® 
hundred and fifty pages has a singularly high 
interest and significance.

power, and of the time 
when the useful miner- 
als of the earth, as we 
now know them, will be 
exhausted; and in the 
same chapter a brief look 
at the possible trans- 
mutability of the ele- 
ments, something that 
Professor Shaler thinks 
cannot yet be seriously 
taken into scientific 
reckéning. The chap- 
ters devoted tothe future 
of the soil are of the 
greatest interest. Pro- 
fessor Shaler discovers 
for the man of the 
future many opportun- 
ities that will make it 
possible for the earth 
to maintain a much 
larger population than 
that of the present day, 
and in a‘higher degree 
of average comfort, and 
that too without an- 
ticipating the enormous 
means that the applica- 
tion of chemical knowl- 
edge to agriculture seems 
to promise. The chap- 
ter on the beauty of the 
earth is extremely sig- 
nificant. Unless man is 
to handle the planet 
bare so to speak, he 
must provide for more 
forest reservations, 
parks and places of 
public enjoyment. In 
the concluding chapter 
Professor Shaler discus- 
ses the last of earth and 
man. Here for a mo- 
ment he abandons his 
severely scientific atti- 
tude and speculates 
boldly, He expects a 
sympathetic develop- 
ment of men along with 
a rational development 
that shall bring “our 
genus to an inteJlectual 
and spiritual control of 
life such as we can but faintly divine with our 
imagination.” In the closing |paragraph of 

































































































































this chapter, however, Professor Shaler takes up 
again his inevitable scientific logic, and says, 
‘“‘We may ask ourselves as to the last steps 
in the time when the earth and sun begin 
to wane in their activities, and to verge 
slowly to the end. Will those far-cff men 
elect to keep up the battle to the imperative 
finish, contending with the degradation that 
comes from the shrunken lands or scant heat, 
or will they in their wisdom choose to face it in 
their nobler state? To this we can give no 
other answer save that those enlarged symbols 
of ourselves will make their judgment from a 
high station and beautiful, as we should in our 
higher estate.”

He Oak-Tree Fairy Book (Little, Brown 
and Company, Boston) edited by Clif- 
ton Johnson and illustrated by Willard 

Bonte, is a collection of old favorites told in 
a fashion to interest children who are old 
enough to read, and not to tire or puzzle 
many of the still younger inmates of the 
household. Cinderella, Beauty and the Beast, 
Hop-O-My-Thumb, and some of the best- 
known of the Grimm and the Andersen 
tales are here.

A TRIP TO THE SUNNY SOUTH~—-WHAT TO TAKE 


AND HOW TO TAKE IT 


Hat shall I take for a month at Palm 
Beach? Please tell me what clothes 
I shall need at Ormonde during 
February? I intend spending a few weeks in 
the Bermudas, what do you advise taking? 
These are some of the questions that have been 
coming in lately—on the eve of the annual 
social southern migration—and they have led 
me to think that what seems to be of interest 
to a few may be of sufficient interest for all to 
warrant a general answer. 

Winter dress in the south is summer dress 
in the north—nothing more nor less. If there 
were the least reason for exactness it might 
be added that this winter’s fashions there are 
last summer’s fashions here, but there are so 
few indications of change for the coming sum- 
mer, that, even if they could be anticipated dur- 
ing the southern season, they would not notice- 
ably affect the character of man’s attire, and 
are, therefore, scarcely worth consideration. 

Suppose three weeks be taken as the time, 
and any of the much-visited resorts of Florida 
or the West Indies as the place of a proposed 
trip. Beginning with formal apparel, a man 
will need his evening clothes, of course. If he 
is going very far south, the lighter weight their 
materiai the better, but here, as a rule, the same 
suit is Worn in summer as in winter, and there 
the weather at this season is rarely as warm as 
summer weather in the north. He will need 
his long coat and his dinner jacket, and if, as 
usually the case, they are of the same, or very 
similar fabric, one pair of trousers wil! do for 
both. Say from six to eight evening shirts 
(with laundries everywhere it is unnecessary to 
take more); a half dozen white evening ties, 
and a dark tie or two for dinner coat; a dozen 
or more collars of standing and wing styles; 
a dozen of turn-down shape in various hights, 
and the small accessories of evening dress, such 
as white handkerchiefs, gloves, hosiery, studs, 
waistcoats, buttons, cuff links, etc. Three or 
four white evening waistcoats, in addition to the

darsx dinner coat waistcoat, will be quite suf- 
ficient, and two pairs of patent leather shoes, 
one pair high, buttoned, one pair low, should 
be enough. 


INFORMAL CLOTHES 
There will be no necessity for other suits of 


formal character. The frock certainly may be 


left behind—indeed it is comparatively little 
worn in the north this winter by men who 
dress smartly—and although the black or 


dark gray morning coat might possibly prove 
useful, it will never be found essential to good 
form. 

As during summer in the north, sack suits 
and flannels are the bulwarks of day dress, 
and while one will not actually need more 
than two or three suits, one may take a half 
dozen if he like. Blue serge, gray homespun, 
light-weight worsted or cheviot, tweed, flannel— 
anything that is cool and summery, though it is 
just as well to have one of them of medium 
warmth to wear in going or coming (especially 
if the journey is by sea), and for possible cool 
days while away. White flannel suits are not 
too summer-like for southern Florida or the 


West Indies, and one will need flannel trousers 
for golf, tennis, etc.

It would be a waste of trunk space to take a 
riding suit to Palm Beach, for the excellert 
reason that there are no horses to ride and no 
place to ride to, but at Ormonde and many 
of the other southern places, the long, hard 
beaches and pretty by-paths make riding one 
of the favorite pastimes and it would be well to 
have breeches, and boots or leggings, at least. 
Motoring and bicycling are also popular sports 
at some of the resorts, and on the west coast of 
Florida, more particularly, fishing claims a 
large share of attention. 

Every man must have some idea of what he 
will do in the way of outdoor amusements, 
and can judge what clothes he will need most, 
but, generally speaking, the wardrobe should 
contain soft shirts of summer fabrics, bow and 
four-in-hand ties—with possibly a handkerchief 
stock or two for golf—a light-weight sweater or 
cardigan jacket; light and medium-weight 
undergarments; one or two belts; a few light 
waistcoats of flannel or other suitable materials, 
perhaps, and handkerchiefs, hosiery, gloves, 
etc. Straw hats are worn at the more southern 
resorts, and a golf cap and soft felt hat may 
prove serviceable. There is no use whatever 
of taking a silk hat, for the straw may be worn 
with evening clothes, as it is at northern country 
places in summer, and one will wear a derby 
for traveling. White duck low shoes are always 
good style with flannels, and, in addition to 
patent leathers, one may take a pair of tan 
Oxford ties, and golf boots or tennis shoes, as 
one likes. The necessary toilet articles, of 
course, and—one should never travel without 
them—a light top coat and umbrella.

ENCOUNTERED IN THIS CLASS OF ENTER- 


TAINMENT-—-MEN APT TO BECOME 


FAMILIAR 


Onstance, always so much interested in 
her working girls, had a party for them 
last night at our town house. Natur- 

ally we could not conduct the entertainment on 
exactly the same lines as we would one of our 
own receptions, but then we did not go to the 
other extreme and make our guests feel as 
though they were not of the same clay as our- 
selves. The classes are connected with church 
work and having the clergy present, we were 
obliged to give the entertainment an educational 


aspect. We have once a month a lecture given 
by an Orientalist who has made extensive 
travels in the East. At the Settlement House, 
we have had musicales—or rather Constance 
has—and fortunately the clergy attached to our 
church are liberal and know well that Sunday 
is the only day on which these young women 
can have leisure and we have had also short 
Sunday recitals. The affair last night was a 
concert with one or two vaudeville features. 
It was held in the ballroom of the house we have 
hired. 

The next affair we intend to give in a famous 
room in a famous hotel, so that the young 
women may be made acquainted with the same 
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environment as that of their more fortunate 
sisters. I do not think in these cases that a 
pleasure of this kind is injudicious. The place 
is one of the sights of the town and a visit there 
will not make them dissatisfied any more than 
would one to the play. There are always two 
objections to these home and settlement enter- 
tainments. One is that people of fashion feel 
as awkward in the presence of these working 
girls as they do in our company. There is a 
lack of sympathy or rather of the spirit of 
affiliation. The working girl of to-day reads, 
and sometimes finds time to go on Fifth Avenue 
and she is quite often at the play. The daily 
newspapers give her accounts most fanciful for 
the great part of what women of fashion 
are doing and what they are wearing. She 
knows them in the shops. Clothes these days 
are more than an accessory. They are an 
expression. Lily Bart is correct in a way, when 
she says in The House of Mirth to Selden, on 
the day of that memorable visit to his flat, 
**Your coat is a little shabby, but who cares. 
It doesn’t keep people from asking you to dine. 
If I were shabby, no one would have me; a 
woman is asked out as much for her clothes as 
for herself. Who wants a dingy woman? We 
are expected to be pretty and well dressed until 
we drop.” 

And the entire world feminine has to keep up 
a straight front. The girl clerk manages better 
than the poor Has Been, whose life is ending 
in a dingy boarding house or in a hall room. If 
she has not some kind relative or friend to give 
her some of last season’s gowns and hats, the 
struggle is terrible. And even then, wealthy 
people, as a rule, are not unkind, not selfish, 
as writers would make them out and as the 
world sometimes judges them, but they are 
naturally engrossed in their own affairs. When 
they send expensive gowns, they seldom think 
that a cheque would also be necessary as the 
recipient has to spend money in having them 
altered, and I have known rich foreigners to 
bestow splendid presents on poor relatives in 
this country; articles of a nature that are duti- 
able, and never think of paying the custom tolls.

Dessmakers declare there is an appreciable 
swell inj the newest skirt-model lines, which 
fail completely to define the figure as hereto- 
fore. Fortunately, no one is paying particular 
attention to it, and the fullness of skirts con- 
tinues to be concentrated at the foot. But are 
we to interpret by it a hidden motive to ac- 
custom the eye, in other words, to anticipate 
future changes which will necessitate short crin- 
olines? The saving condition under present 
modes, requiring such full skirts, is the light- 
ness and suppleness of the materials used, 
which cling to the figure, and allow the grace 
of movement to be quite perceptible. As long 
as all fabrics remain in this light weight, we 
may consider ourselves safe from wire tapes 
or other artificial skirt supporters. 


In order to give a skirt for a stout figure the 
effect of fullness and yet not enlarge the 
hip effect, the skirt was cut circular from 
the side-front seams and groups of sun-plaits, 
five in number, starting at one inch wide at the 
waist-line, and flaring out wider towards the 
hem, were pressed in the cloth. These groups 
were about three inches apart and the skirt fitted 
tight over the hips making the effect of a plaited 
skirt, as the fullness at the bottom allowed the 
plaits to stay in place. This skirt gives no 
added bulk to the hips and has the effect of a 
kilted skirt.

N the State of New York there are over twenty 
societies for the prevention of cruelty to 
animals. These societies as partaking of 

the character of public corporations, enjoy 
special privileges under the law, and are in 
receipt not only of large contributions from 
individuals, but of public moneys. Their 
officers, however, are exempt from State super- 
vision, and if they are derelict in duty there is 
virtually no redress for a complaining citizen. 
In the expectation of demonstrating the deplor- 
able inefficiency and culpable neglect of duty 
prevailing in the New York Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Animals, and to prepare 
the way for the enactment of a statute under 
which there shall be a State Commissioner of 


Animal Protection, this series of articles has 
been prepared. If any one fancies they depart 
in any particular from actual facts, Vogue will 
publish the controverting statement. It should 
be noted also, that the New York S. P. C. A. 
always has been identified mainly with one man 
as its responsible head. Henry Bergh is 
known for his marvelously unselfish personality, 
and his great benefaction in founding the Society. 
His successor, John P. Haines, likewise alone is 
responsible for the present condition of this 
Society, and necessarily with him alone are 
these articles concerned. They are commended 
to the careful consideration of every reader of 
Vogue who is endeavoring to promote the cause 
of kindness to animals.—Eb.

, i \He fate of the horse who breaks his leg 
or otherwise comes to extreme suffer- 
ing on the thoroughfares has been 

arousing an unusual amount of attention lately, 

mainly because The Globe,of New York, has 
kindly opened its columns to the contributions 
of animal lovers whose hearts are wrung by 
the distressing incidents they see upon the city 
streets. Inthe chorus of denunciation of the 
ineffectiveness of the A. S. P. C. A. in this 
class of cases, an apologist or two has appear-d 
for Mr. Haines and his society, one of whom 
was J. W. Edmonds, who is a chronic Haines 


up mainly of unsupported allegation, for such 
facts as that about a score of agents only are 
all of the A. S.P.C. A. force available for 
killing hopelessly wounded horses in Long 
Island, Staten Island, the Bronx and the city 
of New York, which is the territory, it will be 
remembered, the Society insists upon regarding 
as its special preserve. When,even in snowless 
winters, hundreds of horsesmeet with accidents 
all over the area mentioned,it can be seen 
readily how manifestly impossible it is for the 
Society's agents to attend to the cases except in 
a comparatively few instances. 

Under such conditionstof utter inadequacy, 
Mr. Haines has been content to attempt the 
impossible and fail, thus adding another count 
to the varieties of torture to animals for which 
his administration is responsible. A president 
who really cared for animals would, years ago, 
have brought about some arrangement with the 
local police authorities looking to co-operation 
in all kinds of anti-cruelty work between the 
police officers ‘stationed in the hundreds of 


ported in the Globe. On 20 December a 
horse, suffering from spinal meningitis, lay in 
agony only eight blocks distant from the 
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A. S. P. C. A. headquarters, but it took the 
Society three hours to get an agent and an 
ambulance to the poor creature who was writh- 
ing in agony. To add to its torture the agents 
(whom J. W. Edmonds, the Society apologist, 
pretends are humane and skilful) handled the 
horse so roughly that its sufferings were greatly 
increased. It was bound and tied with ropes 
that were both thick and hard, and dragged 
along the pavement and up the tail- 
board of the ambulance ina manner 
to make a humane person nearly in- 
sane with horror. Bound and jolted, 
and all the time struggling, it was taken 
four miles to a veterinarian instead of, 
to the nearest hospital, which was 
only about a half mile distant. An 
annual income of over $100,000, and 
seventeen years of management re- 
sults in such a scene in the winter of 
1905! Certainly in face of such an in- 
cident, which is a typical one, and 
all the other horrors endured by 
animals daily in Mr. Haines’s baili- 
wick, it is not libelous to call the 
Society under Mr.

Mr. Edmonds contended, in effect, 
that horses, even when they have broken legs, 
do not suffer much, and that all the A.S.P.C.A. 
agents are crack shots, the police, on the con- 
trary, being distinguished by unskilful pistol 
practice.

M R. Henry L. Janes, secretary of legation 
at Habana, says: ‘‘No country in the 
world possesses more natural advan- 

tages to attract the cattle raiser .than Cuba. 

A wide expanse of perennial pasture, devoid 

of poisonous plants and free from dangerous 

reptiles, a climate exceptionally mild «and even 
knowing nothing of the extremes of tempera- 








acre. Pastures of the pajilla or canamazo 
grasses can be obtained much more cheaply 
than those planted with guinea or parana. The 
best cattle lands are secured by seeding cleared 
strips of timber land with one of the imported 
grasses. 

Right here, and in response to many special 
inquiries regarding the manner in which land 
may be leased in Cuba, a few words may be 
interposed. Land may be rented by the acre 
(or caballeria) or by the head, and for a term of 
months or years. Many importers have found 
it most profitable to turn over their stock to the 
proprietor of land to fatten on shares. From 
the selling price of the cattle is later deducted 
the cost of pasturage, if any, and the difference 
is usually equally divided according to a special 
agreement between the owner of the land and the 
importer. Pastured by the head, good grass 
may be obtained in-close proximity to Habana 
for fifty cents per head. As the distance from 
the Habana market increases the cost of the 
pasture decreases.

ture, with no frosts or biting winds, no hot 
prostrating days, and the absence of cyclones 
and earthquakes, are all the elements of an en- 
vironment almost ideal for the successful /and 
economical raising of cattle.” 

The province of Camaguey forms one vast 
expanse of magnificient pasture land. Fine 
lands in this province are offered at exceedingly 
moderate prices, and on terms that should 
interest the American cattleman. Good tracts 
may be leased at prices ranging from $15 to $30 
per caballeria (33% acres). Ten dollars is no 
unusual price to pay for well-watered pasture 
of the best grasses, and the price for the un- 
planted areas falls sometimes as low as $1 per 





Quality of the Grasses —The Parana and 
Guinea grasses give the best results in Cuba. 
Some success has been had with Bermuda grass, 
which grows rapidly in the hardest and driest 
soil, but the other-mentioned grasses are the 
favorites. Guinea grass is more of a sorghum 
than a grass, possessing with its large element of 
sucrose very high fattening qualities. This 
African grass grows sometimes to the height of 
fifteen feet, often entirely hiding from view a 
herd feeding in a clump of it. Guinea requires 
little moisture and resists drovght better than its 
chief rival, the Parana. 

Parana grass, a native of South America, 
grows best in well-watered tracts and thrives in 
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the damp, heavy soil of the valleys. It proves 
to be extremely hardy and resists all attacks 
when once it obtains a good start. Its habits of 
life are very different from those of the Guinea, 
running close to the ground and sending out a 
new root from the stem at every contact with the 
soil. Of the cultivated grasses this is the most 
prolific, and sustains more cattle to the acre 
than any other. 

The _ indigenous 
grasses are not rich 
enough to 8 fatten 
stock well. Into the 
natural ‘‘savannas,™~ 
where grow pajilla or 
nanamazo, is turned 
only the breeding 
stock. In some lo- 
calities the native 
grasses, when young, 
make fairly good 
pasture, but the main 
reliance must always 
be placed on the cul- 
tivated varieties. 

As to the fattening 
values of the ' pas- 
tures of Cuba,natur- 
ally reports must 
differ widely, accord- 
ing tothe soils,drain- 
age, etc., of the lo- 
calities. It is some- 
times stated that one 
acre of grass will 
keep’ one steer fat 
the year round. 
The experience of the most reliable cattlemen 
does not substantiate this statement. It may 
be safely computed that not more than twenty 
head of cattle can be fattened on a caballeria; 
ten to twelve head of cattle will easily find suf- 
ficient pasture on a caballeria and be kept fat 
the year round, and this estimate is most gener- 
ally accepted. 

The typical Cuban ranch covers an area of 
from 1,000 to 1,600 acres. The allowance of 
pasture per head always falls far below that 
generally known in the United States. Instead 
of 10, 15, and 20 acres per head it runs as low 
as 1% acres per head in Cuba. The island 
climate renders stabling or shelter of any kind 
absolutely superfluous. When it is further said 
that the cattle find plenty of pasture the year 
around without necessitating any expenditure 
for grain feed, the possibilities for large profits 
are at once seen. Good help can be secured 
more cheaply in Cuba than in the United States. 
$30 Spanish silver, or about $22 United States 
currency, per month, is adequate, the help find- 
ing themselves, or $21 with board. Overseers 
may be secured in Camaguey for $55 per month 
with board. Cattle raisers find that one man 
can take care of much more territory here than 
in the States. Further economy results from 
the manner of fencing the ranches. Scrubs or 
cacti play the role of fences, forming a barrier 
that lasts the life of the tree. One good rider 
will easily take care of all the fences of a large- 
sized ranch.
